Convair flights by United Air 
Lines were resu med Friday after 
a 32-hou r volu ntary shu tdown, Lin­ 
coln officials of United reported. 
The temporary break in service 
occu rred after one of the line’s 
convairs landed in an Iowa field 
Wednesday.

chaplain telephoned the convicts in

the state troopers to the barri­ 
caded door. 
Ou r gu ide tapped a signal on the 
window, the 
hu ge 
beam

propped if shu t was pu shed aside, 
and we stepped into the steamy, 
odorou s, well-lit prison interior. 


‘D e s p e r a d o e s ’ 
And there, to my intense su r­ 
prise, we saw a neatly arranged 
conference room; eleven chairs, no 
more and no less, set ou t in a 
circle with a table in the middle, 
a pad of paper and a pencil, and 
nothing mu ch else. The fou r “ des­ 
peradoes” politely took ou r over­ 
coats and hu ng them on wire coat- 
hangers against the wall. We sat 
down. 
1 won’t conceal that the walk 
across no-man’s-land was not with­ 
ou t emotion. Bu t as soon as we 
saw the fou r men and began to 
talk with them, the atmosphere — 
for me, at least—eased entirely. 
These were desperate men, bu t 
! desperately earnest ones. They had 
a sincere and passionate appeal to 
make. 
And so for three solid hou rs we 
sat and talked—listened, mostly. 


The convicts complained of their 
u tter fru stration, bu t most of all of 
the horrors of protracted solitary 
confinement. “ You rot,” they said. 
Then they took u s ou t in the cell 
block to see where they had been 
imprisoned. Some of the cells were 
granite in floor and walls, and 
there the men had to sleep on the 
rock withou t bed. 
mattress, or 
blanket. Under su ch pu nitive con- 
ditipns they got a loaf of bread 
and some water each day. They 
claimed to have been shu t in su ch 


cells for over 20 days at a stretch 
Teddy Green asked me to step 
into one of these gloomy du ngeons. 
He shu t the barred door and tu rned 
ou t the lights in the corridor. Then, 
in his tense, hard voice he de­ 
scribed life in these cells. That was 
at abou t 2 a.m. Friday morning, 
and I have rarely had a more 
intensely moving 2 a.m. 


Back in the conference room, 
the convicts first served u s cool 
water to drink and then coffee. 
We continu ed to talk, We cou ld 


not tell them mu ch tangible: we 
were impressed by their pleas, we 
wou ld like to keep in tou ch with 
them throu gh the chaplains and 
doctor, we wou ld like to do any­ 
thing proper that cou ld be done to 
help. 


No mawkish note, no false sym­ 
pathy, no disgu ise of their crimes 
entered the discu ssion. They freely 
averred they had a debt to pay to 
society, bu t they wanted to be 
brou ght to trial, to get on with
